THAT CASE OF JUSTICE LONG’S PENSION 


The Full Storyof How It Was Manipula- 
ted by Corporal Tanner—Other 
News of Washington. 


Washington, July {|23.—(Special.j—tIt 
would not be a surprise to those who are 
upon friendly terms with Mr. Cleveland 
to see the name of John G. Carlisle sent to 
the senate as justice of the supreme court 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Justice Blatchford. Though precedents are 
in favor of a succeeding justice coming 
from the circuit of his predecessor yet there 
are many reasons, Mr. Cleveland argues to 
his friends, why he should overrule pre- 
cedent and appoint the Kentnckian. 

The chief reason is that Mr. Carlisle is 
recognized as being the possessor of per- 
haps the most powerful legal mind in Amer- 
fa. His appointment would elevate the 
court which, unfortunately of late, has been 
degenerating in the eyes of the American 
bar by the injection of such material as 
Shiras and Brewer. Again, Mr. Cleveland 
has regretted ever since the act that he did 
not appoint Mr. Carlisle when he had 
the naming of a chief justice. 

Those who are familiar with the history 
of appointment know that he then was 
anxious to appoint Mr. Carlisle but for 
reasons which are not generally known, 
decided not to do so, and thus selected 
Mr. Fuller. 

Mr. Cleveland 
-gince expressed to hig friends re- 
gret ~— that he did not choose 
Mr. Carlisle, who, he says, has the most 
perfect legal mind in America. Now that 
he has the opportunity to place Mr. Car- 
I lisle upon the bench he is anxious to do 80. 

Again, it is a well-known fact that Mr. 
Carlisle is not wedded to his cabinet port- 
folio. When congress shall have acted upon 
the silver and financial questions his work 
other than, in a measure, clerical duties 
will have been completed, And the tenure 
of his present office is but four years, while 


had he declined to resign his seat in the 
senate, he would have remained there for 


Jife.

into the cabinet and after his work there is 


completed, which will be very soon, Mr. 
Cleveland’s present intenution is to set 
aside precedent in such matters and make 
Mr. Carlisle a justice of the supreme court.

7 e of Justice Charles Dean Long, 0 
ST cmemin bench of Michigan, who has 
been dropped from the pension rolls, prom 
ises to be one of the most notable peo 
of pension abuse which will be develope 
by the rigid scrutiny. to which all pensions 
are now, for the first time, being subjected. 
It will be notable no less for the tlagrancy 
of the abuse than for the high judie.al 
position held by the beneficiary . It will 
be found that favoritism was shown in n0 
less a degree than disregard of law by the 
pension commissioner. im an interview 
about ‘his case Commissioner of Pensions 
Lochren said: 

“Judge Long was in receipt of a pen: 
sion of $72 a month at the time of his 
suspension. He received this pension for 
the loss of his left arm above the elbow 
and, also, for a gunshot wound in the left 
hip resulting in total helplessness requiring 
the regular aid and attendance of another 


peyson. 
f spite of this fact he was performing 


thé duties of justice at a salary of $7,000 
a year. Notice was taken of this fact and 
an investigation soon followed, which re- 
sulted in his suspension by the bureau. 

“Performance of his duties as justice 
and the phrase ‘total helplessness requiritg 
the regular aid and attendance of another 

4 person,’ which his application for pension 
>a showed, were regarded as inconsistent. 

“The pensioner had not been examined 
since March 21, 1884, at which time the 
office board at Washington rated him at 
$30 a month. In August, 1884, the pen- 
sion was increased to $50 from March 21, 
1884. the date of the pensioner’s last ex- 
amination. 

“Again, in May, 1889, he was rerated 
and increased by Commissioner Tanner to 
$72 a month to date from June 17, 1878, 
With an allowance of $50 a month from 
June 4, 1874, to the date when the higher 
Tate went into effect. 

“Again, a rerating was made by the per 
sonal order of Commissioner Tanner grant- 
ing Long a pension at the rate of $25 
from June 6, 1866, to June 4, 1872, and 
of $31.25 from June 4, 1872 to June 4, 
1874. 

“No application was ever made by Judge 
Long for an inerease subsequent to Au- 
gust, 1884, at which time his pension had 
been increased to $50 a month, except 
it a letter written to Commissioner ‘lan- 
her in which he requested a rerating trom 
June 6, 1866, to June 4, 1872, at $25 a 
Month and from June 4, 1872, to JuM® 4, 
1874, at $31-25 a month. 

“This request Commissioner ‘lanner 
duly complied with, despite the fact that 
No legal upplication had been made for a 
rerating. Commissioner Tanner’s action in

Mt a re-examination was wholly unwar- 
fanted by any law, rule or order in exist-

It is said that his suspension from the 
pension rolls has caused a good deal of 
feeling in Detroit where he resides. It is 
possible that they will change their opin- 
ion of the case when they learn just what 
has been done in jt, and how it was manip- 
ulated by Tanner, whose wat cry when he 
Was commissioner of pensions was “the 
surplus be damned.” 

This sort of juggling with pensions has 
all along constituted one of the most fia- 
grant abuses of the whole pension system, 
It is gratifying to have the office in the 
hands of officials whose faces are sternly 
Set against this sort of thing. Four years 
of such vigorous and aggressive honesty in 
the pension office will do much toward 


making jt less an augean stable of the re- 
public.

Another good stroke of luck has come to 
Miss Carrie Kirby Smith, daughter of the 
dead confederate general, who was recently 
appointed postmaster at Sewanee, Tenn. 

It will be remembered that: she secured 
the office by the direct interference of the 
president, ste being the heaviest emdiorsed 
candidate since he entered office, She now 
comes up for reappointment. Since her 
name was sent in with the list of fourth- 
class postmasters the office has been made 
a presidential one, and the salary paid at 
$1,300 a year. Under the regulations her 
appointment will have to be made over and 
her name go before the senate for confirm- 
ation.

| Washington, July 23.—Oongressmen 

who were most interested in defeating the 

passage of the force bill, it is reported, 

may aid their western colleagues m OD- 

posing the unconditional repeal of the 


Sherman silver bill. 

This state of affairs is represented to 
have been brought about by correspondence 
between western silver senators and many 
southern senators. li is said that, at the 
time the force bill was before the senate, 
the western silver senators bolted their 
party caucus to aid their southern friends, 
and resented to the bitter end all efforts 
to “whip them into line;’’ that 1t was true 
their efforts united with those of the solid 
democratic minority, led by Senator Gor- 
man, that the fight against the force bill 
was successful and that much diplomacy 
was necessary to gather sufficient strength 
from the republicans to defeat the force 
bill, and that obligations were consequently 
then incurred which has since benefited 
the republican senators who aided the dem- 
ocrats. 

Tariff, silver and al! other «questions 
were at the time relegated to the back- 
grounds and every energy was put forth by 
the southern people to prevent the passage 
of the force bill. It is cited that, by a 
strange coincidence the, very republican 
senators from the west who he'peu te de- 
feat the force bill, are now the most inter-

Important Meetings of Citizens in 
Western States, 


GENERAL WARNER I$ IN CHICAGO, 


Preparing for the Bimetallic Con- 
vention on August Ist. 


HE TALKS ABOUT THE SITUATION, 


And Believes This Congress Will Settle 
the Vexed Questionin Favor of Sil- 
ver—Big Meeting in California... 


Chicago, July 23.—(Special.)—General 
A. J. Warner, member of congress from 
Ohio and president of the American Bi- 
metallic League, is stopping at the Grand 
Pacific. He is here for the purpose of mak- 
ing arrangements for the bimetallic conven- 
tion August Ist. 

He had a lengthy conference with local 
silverites in the afternoon and the conven- 
tion and its work were thoroughly discussed. 
The convention will probably be held at the 
Auditorium and something over 1,000 proin- 
inent silver men are expected from all parts 
of the country. 

After the conference General Warner 
told about some of the things the convention 
expects to accomplish and also spoke of the 
financial situation as viewed from the silver 

andpoint. 

oo convention,” he said, “is called to 
deliberate as to the course to be pursued by 
those opposed to the repeal of the Sherman 
law without a satisfactory substitute, and 
to give expression to the public sentiment 
on the financial situation. Steps will be 
taken to bring influence to bear upon con- 
gress to prevent the consummation of what 
the gold men, acting under the indignation 
of foreign influence, are attempting to 
earry out. I am confident that the Sherman 
law cannot be repealed without a satisfac- 
tury substitute. Along what lines the com- 
promise measure will be constructed, I can- 
not say, but I believe the question will be 
permanently settled by this congress and 
the settlement will be to restore silver 
coinage to automate regulation. We be- 
lieve the United States can alone main- 
tain the parity of gold and silver at the 
present ratio, but if the government cannot 
we would then agree to a change of ratio. 


CALIFORNIANS EXPRESS THEIR VIEWS. 


They Denounce the Crime of Demonetiza- 
tion and Believe in an American Pelicy. 
San Francisco, Cal., July 23.—A mass 

meeting in the cause of silver was held here 
last night. here was a large attendance. 
A series of resolutions were adopted in 
which the “secret demonetization of sil- 
ver” in 1873 is denounced as “a crime 
which can never be expatiated except in its 
complete rehabilitation,” and the follow- 
ing declarations are also made: 

satesvived, That, as an industrial proposition 
the silver question appeals with peculiar 
furce to all America, inasmuch as six states 
and three territories, comprising one-third of 
the area of the country, ate largely depend- 
ent upon mining and the industries allied to 
it for their prosperity; that, in addition to 
this, vast transcontinental railroad and trans- 
portation interests are dependent upon the 
vigorous prosecution of mining in these 
States and territories, and the country can- 
not afford to see that industry destroyed. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of all senators 
and congressmen of California in the matter 
of silver, as in all other matters, to regard 
the wiil and interests of their constituents, 
and of the people, rather than the wishes of 
the party leaders and the president, and that 
these representatives of this state should so 
serve the public regardless of patronage, 
party strength and official advancement. 

Resolved, That congress is earnestly re- 
quested to arrange for a meeting of the pan- 
American congress, so that silver coin may 
become a legal tender between the United 
States and the republics of Mexico, Centrai 
and South America. 

Resolved. That we favor the adoption of a 
purely American policy; that we favor the 
repudiation of any. foreign influence owWr our 
financial legislation; that we insist upon the 
independence, freedom from enforced obedl- 
ence to the money kings of London and Ber- 
lin, and we believe that in pursuance of an 
American policy would restore confidence, 
avert further disaster and restore all inter- 
ests to their normal, healthy condition.

A BIG MEETING AT BUTTE. 


Montana Citizens Deliever an Address—Their 
View of the Situation. 


Butte, Mont., July 23.—A large mass 
meeting in the interest of s.Iver was had 
here last night.

SIAM'S REPLY 


To the Demands Made by the French 
Government 


NOT FAVORABLY RECEIVED IN PARIS, 


As Only Half the Territory in*Dit- 
pute Is Granted.! 


FRENCH NEWSPAPERS WARN ENGLAND

Nofto Interfere in the Present Complica- 
on-~An Englishman Talks About 
‘ England's Navy. 


Lendon, July 23.—A dispatch from Pars 
is to the Central News Agency, says that 
Siam’s reply to France's ultimatum ig un- 
satisfactory to the French government, and 
that M. Pavie, French minister resident 
in Bangkok, is preparing to leave the city. 

’s reply was handed to M. Pavie, 
French: minister resident in Bangkok at 2 
o clock Saturday afternoon. The forty-eight 
hours allowed by France’s ultimatum for a 
reply had not then expired. The text of the 
communication is as follows: 

M. le Ministre: In reply to the commun!- 
cation which, by order of your government, 
you handed to me on Thursday, July 20th, at 
6:46 o’clock in the evening, his majesty, the 
king, my august sovereign, charges me to 
make to you the following declaration: 

His majesty regrets that no precise defini- 
tion has been given him us to what his majes- 
ty is to understand by the expression, ‘‘Rights 
of the empire of Annam and of the kingdom 
of Gambodia on the left bank of the Mekong 
river and on the islands of the Mekong river.’’ 
His majesty has been ever ready to abandon 
all the territories over which the existence 
of these rights should have been proved and 
five months ago his majesty proposed to sub- 
mit all contested points to international arbi- 
tration, Now he submits: to the pressure of 
circumstances in order to restore peace to his 
people and security to the numerous commer- 
cial- interests at stake in his country. His 
mujésty, therefore, consents to a delimitation 
of the frontiers between Siam and Gambodia. 
All the territory on the left bauk of the Me- 
kong river south of a line drawn from the 
most northerly of the Siamese military posts 
recently occupied by the France-Aunamite 
troops to another point situated in the same 
latitude—that is on the 18m degree, north 
latitude, will be regarded as Annamite and 
Gambodian territory, the river below the point 
indicated becoming the line of separation be- 
tween the neighbouring states as far as to the 
poimt at which the river enters Gambediai? 
territory and the use of the islands in the 
river being common to the three 
co-termimeus states. The two Siamese 
milttary posts uuw existing in the above ter- 
ritory will be evacuated within a month. 

His majesty deplores the loss experienced 
by both sides in connection with the Kieng- 
Hiem and Kammond incidents, as well as the 
regrettable coliision at the mouth of the Me- 
bum myer. The Langbien wili be liberated 
and other satisfaction demanded will, if nec- 
essary, be given so far as is compatible with

amese government, which the French govern- 
ment’ hus declared its desire to respect. The 
four. persous found guilty of acts gf pérsonai 
aggression, contrary tv national or interna- 
tional law, against French subjects will be 
punished, and where necessary compensa 
in money will be made to the relatives of the 
victims. 

Long notes have been exchanged by us on 
certain claims made by French subjects on 
account of damage alleged to have been suf- 
fered by them, owing to the action of Siamese 
Officials. ‘These allegaltions are. contested, 
however, by the king, guided by the same 
considerations as those actuating the foregoing 
devisions, but agrees not to insist on the 
question of principle and to hand over to the 
government of the French republic the sum 
of 2,000,000 francs for the benetit of those 
who suffered the above mentioned losses. ‘The 
Siamese government pruposes, without, bow- 
ever, making it a condition, to appoint a com- 
mission to inquire into the question of dam- 
ages and the amount of money indemnities 
mentioned in paragraphs 4, 5 and 6 of the 
French government’s demand. The Siamese 
government will immediately deposit %,uuu.- 
YOO francs to cover the amount of indemuifi- 
eations enumerated above, the deposit to be 
made simultaneously with the exchange of 
notes by the two governments. His majesty 
having reason to believe that, after the pro- 
posed inquiry, the sum of 3,100,000 francs 
wiil be found to exceed the amount of indem- 
nities claimab’e on the justice of the 
French government for refundifig such a bal- 
ance as shall remain available after the set- 
tlement of the different cases. 

The Siamese. government is confident that, 
in acceding to the demands of the French 
government in the manner shown by the fore- 
going declarations, it has given proof of its 
sincere desire to maintain good relations with 
the French republic and t6 settle In the most 
definite manner all questions pending between 


the governments. 

The communication is signed by the 
Siamese minister of foreign affairs. 

The eigthteenth period of latitudementioned 

in the Siamese government’s reply cuts the 
Mekong river in a line with Khnag Muon, 
where Captain Luce is now operating with 
a French force. The French claim, in fact, 
fixed the twenty-third parallel as the bound- 
ary. As the northern frontier of Gambodia 
is along the fourteenth parallel, Siam, in 
her reply, grants only half of the French 
demands. 

The Paris newspapers, led by The Temps, 
are conducting a vigorous campaign in favor 
of the government's full demand and are 
warning Great Britain against any inter- 
ference in the present complication. 

Dispatches from Bangkok say this evening 
that the territorial demands of France are 
regarded there as very vague. The Siamese 
although intensely excited, are displaying 
great self-control. 


The Inconstante, which, of all the French 


gunboats in Siamese waters, has the great- 
est draught, will be able to cross the bar 
easily before July 27th when the Monsoon 
will increase the depth of the water.

ENGLAND APPREHENSIVE.

The Need of Defensive Measures in the East 
and the Position of Her Vessels. 

New York, July 23.—The Herald’s Lon- 
don correspondent says: 

“The attention of naval men in Dngland 
is directed to the aspect of affairs in the 
east. It is admitted by the most compe- 
tent authorities that the need of defen- 
sive measures may soon arise. A naval 
officer of high rank, whom I saw, said that 
both England and France are to a certain 
extent out of hand as regard their nominal 
ruling authorities and there is no know'ng 
what circumstances may result from appa- 
rently inadequate causes. The English 
naval position in the east does not ap- 
pear of a nature to inspire confidence. On 
the China station there are twenty ships, 
headed by. the Imperieuse, which is the 
only armored vessel among them. On the 
Bast Indes station there are ten vessels 
headed by the Bodicea. France is not so 
well off as England. 

“It is understgod that the admiralty has 
decided that, if necessary, at least two war 
ships could be sent to ok. The for-

No Vessels Available. 


“*With one or two exceptions,’ said he, 
‘there is hardly a vessel which could be 
placed in active service. The naval author- 
ities, I believe, are convinced that some 
vessel of size and speed should be immedi- 
ately dispatched to Bangkok to g.ve effee- 
tive protection to British interests. The 
only vessels, however, which could be 
called ito service would consist of a num- 
ber of small gun boats and «cruisers, 
most of which are of an obsolete type and 
which are. serv.ng in the Chicago squadron 
aml some even smaller vessels—torpedo 
beats, gun beats and third-ciass cruisers— 
which are in the East Indes squadron. 
Some of the latter, though 
comparatively newly built and newly 
cummissioned boats are regarded now as 
of little use jn actual warfare. The Lap- 
wing, Pigeon and Red Breast are Vessels 
of the latest type, commissioned upon the 
staton. “They are all classed as first rate 
gun boats, with an average speed of thir- 
teen knots. The Plover also is regarded 
as a gun boat of the first class, but it is 
known in naval circles that her speed does 

ot come up to anything like thirteen 
cnots. although she is so rated. 

“*There are the new Australian crusiers 
which could be called upon in case of grave 
necessity, namely, the Boomerang, Ka- 
toomba, Milldura, Ringaroo, Ma and Tat- 
rango. It is not thought, however, that the 
vessels, which were specially designed un- 
der an arrangement with the Australian 
government for the protection of these 
colonies, could be removed from their pres- 
ent service unless under the most stringent 
necessity. 

The French and English Squadrons. 

‘** T do not like to make any definite com- 

parison between our own and the French 
squadrons, but I am convinced that the 
latter is even more ineflicient than our 
own. The river gunboats. which form a 
large proportion of this apparent strength, 
would be absolutely useless for actual ser- 
vice.’ 
“I saw Vice Admiral Phifip Howard Col- 
ombe and asked him if he could give any 
opinion as to the coSmparative strength of 
such fleets as vould be quickly: massed jn 
Siamese waters by England and France,re- 
spectively. 

“‘T am afraid,’ said he, ‘that you have 
put a querry to me which is quite out of 
my power to definitely answer. Speaking 
roughly [ should gay that England is so 
vastly superior in the number and strength 
of her vessels as to render a close compar- 
ison aimost unnecessary. We could eal}, 
of course, upon the China and East Indies 
squadrons, and it is a simple matter ‘of 
ealculation with a map and a pair of com- 
passes, reckoning with an average speed 
of ten knots an hour as a basis to determine 
how long it would take to mass these ships 
at any given central point, such as Hong- 
Kong. 

“<T sincerely trust that this may remain a 
theoretical instead of a practical problem.’ ”’ 
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THE KAISER WILL HARDLY COME, 


Will the Fuss Over Eulalie Queer Us with the 
Actual Keigning Sovereigna ? 

New York, July 23.—The Times’ Lon- 
don correspondent has this to say regard’ng 
Emperor William’s visit to the world’s fair: 

“The fact of such world-wide complica- 
tions suddenly looming on the gnternational 
horizon should be enough in itself to brand 
as nonsensical the report that the German 
emperor dreams of putting the Atlantic 
between him aad his- empire. Two or 
three years ago a fancy to see Chicago 
caught what might be ealled the tourist 
lube of his energetic brain and he talked 
half jest ngly about it for a week or so. 
That is all. 

“An otticial friend at my request asked 
a member of the German diplomatic staff 
here about it last night and the answer 
was that the rumor must be absurd bun- 
combe. One of the reasons given for this 
op.nion may strike Americans as curious. 
This German attache pointed out - that 
the Infanta Eulalie was actually at prea- 
ent in England gn a visit to somebody or 
other in royal circles, yet her coming was 
sO unimportant that not a single Englieh 
paper, to his knowledge, ment.oned her 
arrival. The American people, however, 
had heaped on this jnsignificant princess 
such a repletion of the highest possible 
honors and established for her such for- 
mulas of royal reception that a re gning 
sovereign who went over would find it 
quite impossible te handle himself, much 
less his accompanying suite, on the basis 
of these precedents. Anybody who knows 
the Prussian court at all will understand 
how v-tal this consideration would be, even 
if there were an imaginable chance of 
William’s absence from Europe for a 
month.”’

The Mine Owners Reject the Offer of 
Protection from Deputy Sheriffs, 


VIOLENCE FEARED FROM THE MINERS 


Who Are Greatly Excited by a 
Speech Made by Walters. 


HE TELLS THEM TO THRASH THE SCABS 


Five Hundred Negroes Shipped from Ala- 
bamato Take the Places of Strikers. 
Interview with Gov. Lewelling. 


Weir City, Kan., July 23.—The Sab 
bath passed quietly in this mining district. 
The mines were, of course, al] idie and 
working miners kept strictly out of the way 
of the strikers. 

The mine owners have decided to not ac 
cept the protection of deputy sheriffs of. 
fered by Sheirff Arnold. They say that the 
deputies are all appointed from the ranks 
of the strikers and their sympathizers and 
the protection they afford would not meet 
the occasion, The owners are arming ail 
their men and the latter are under orders 
to guard their lives and the property while 
they are at work. 

The sensation of the day is the speech 
made last night by President Walters, of 
the United Mine Workers’ Western Asso- 
ciation. 

He had just returned from western Miz 
souri where he had been working for the 
cause of the strikers. He addressed a big 
mass meeting of the strikers and in the 
course of his remarks he praised the miners 
for the work they had done at Clement's 
strip pit, where they were fired on by the 
new men at work. He regretted that he 
was absent at the time, for he would have 
been glad to have led the men io the con- 
flict. Continuing, he aid: 

“IXeep up the good work. March to the 
pits and talk to the men. If they wont 
come out to aid you in the strike persuade 
them. (Cheers.’ Remember I do not urge 
violence. (Laughter.) Let the women go 
first, but let the men follow to see that 
their wives and sisters are not-insulted by 
the scabg and blacklegs. Don’t be afraid 
to go to the mines. The only charge upon 
which you can be arrested is that of tres- 
passing and that does not amount to any- 
thing. The only way to win this strike is 
to win it, and you know waht that 
means. If we catch scabs. out after dark 
and give them a good thrashing, what can 


be done? They can’t cal] out the troops 
for that, can thy?’ (Cheers.) 

These remarks by the president of the 
miners’ association has caused a sensation 
among all classes. The mine owners fer 
that violence will grow from now on and 
the men believe that they have the sup- 
port of ther union’s officers in whatever 
steps they may take, however violent, to win- 

they Had No business Interfering. 

Kansas City, Mo., July 23.—Governor 
Lewell-ng, of Kansas, spent the day with 
his sister here. 

In an interview with a reporter he dis 
cussed the Kansas coal miners’ strke. He 
said he presumed the United States deputy 
marshals who had been sent to Weir City 
were under orders merely to serve the pa- 
pers of the federal court in the cases brought 
by the mine owners to prevent trespass. 
If they had been sent to guard the mines 
or miners at work in them their presence 
was entirely unwarranted. The state 
of Kansas was fully able to handle the 
matter of the strike and had not called 
for federal aid. The deputy marshals had 
no more business interfering in the matter 
than had so many citizens of Honolulu. 

This Is Going to Cause Trouble. 


Birmingham, Ala., July 23.—About 500 
negroes were shipped from here tonight to 
Leavenworth, Kas. It is proposed to re- 
place strikers with them. Agents of the 
mine owners will endeavor to procure 1,000 
more negroes. 


THEY WILL MAINTAIN THE LAW. 


And the Governor, Knowing This, Has Not

Jackson, Miss., July 23.—(Special.)—The sen- 
sational telegrams from Meridian to the effect 
that white caps in Marion county intend to 
rescue prisoners now in jail and prevent the 
holding of the special term of Marion court, 
and do various and sundry other things, are 
wholly discredited there. 

The governor has full confidence in the 
ability and determination of the good people 
of Marion county to maintain the law and 
reserve the peace.

No rain for nine 
weeks now.

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The Hearing of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida Case Is Fixed. 


THE CASE WILL PROBABLY GO ON, 


Though Judge Anderson Will Oppose the 
Hearing and the Sale of the Road 
at This Time—Other Macon News. 


| Macon, Ga., July 23.—(Special.)—The 
indications are that the hearing of the 
petition of bondholders of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida to foreclose the mort- 
gage and sell the property will be had 
on next Tuesday in Bibb superior court be- 
fore Judge ©. C. Swith, of the Oconee 
circuit, who presides for Judge Bartlett, 
disqualified. Judge Bartlett, with his for- 
mer law partner, Washington Dessau, was 
of the original counsel that brought the 
suit in behalf of the bondholders. The 
hearing was postponed about two weeks 
ago on account of the sickness of Hon. 
Clifford Anderson, attorney for the Macon 
Construction Company and_ the Croorgia 
Southern and Florida railroad. Althouga 
wot really well enough to enter jnto the 
ease Judge Anderson will be ready for 
the battle if the court insists on taking 
up the hearing Tuesday. Judge Anderson's 
clients are opposed to the sale of the road 
at this t.me especially, as the enlire couutry 
is in a state of terrible financial depression, 
all values are low and the road, if sold soon, 
would be sacrificed and benefit no one but 
the bondholders, who would buy it in cheap, 
aud all other creditors would be left out 
ia the cold with the bag to hold. 
A strong Point. 

Irrespective of the present beng a most 
{nopportune time to sell the road, Judge An- 
derson will oppose the hearing being had 
on ‘Tuesday for several reasons, one of 
which is that under the law the case cannot 
be heard at this term of the court, for it 
is the tirst term since last November terin, 
when the suit was filed, and the law says 
the case must not be tried until the second 
term. Judge Anderson w.ll strongly con- 
tend on this point and will fortify him- 
self with a mountain of authorities. He 
does not see how Judge Smith can possibly 
overrule him on this point, but if he «6 
overruled he intends to carry the case to the 
supreme court, Where he is contident of 
obtaining victory. 

Personal Kelations Prevent. 

Gustin, Guerry & Hall are the regular at- 
torneys of the Georgia Southern andl lor- 
ida raijlroad, but they will not appear in 
the present hear.ng, owing to certain per- 
gonal relations, hence, why Judge Ander- 
gon represents the Georgia Southern road 
as well as the Macon Construction Com- 
pany. These personal relations consist in 
this: Gustin, Guerry & Hall drew the 
bond mortgage now existing on the road 
and it was under their advice that the 
bonds were issued, therefore, they do not 
care to appear in court aga.nst their pay- 
ment. It would be rather indelicate to 
do so. It jis not improbable that during the 
trial of the case the validity of the bonds 
will be atttacked. This is not positive, how- 
ever, though it is within the range of pos- 
sibility. 

The Whole Case. 

Judge Anderson will also contend that 
thy entire case should be heard in all of 
its many branches. He does not think it 
right that only one limb should be chopped 
off and brought into court for discussion, 
but that the whole body should be treated 
at one time, 

The hearing will attract a great deal of 
attention and interest. New York, Balti- 
more, Savannah, Atlanta, Columbus and 
other cities will be represented. 

It is said that a new point will be raised 
by the Macon Construction Company's 
counsel at the hearing, if it is ordered 
Tuesday, to-wit: Every bond of the Geor- 
gia Southern road will be required to be 
represented at the hearing, and a well- 
known authority says there is no way to 
escape this unless the Macon Construction 
Company agress to waver it. It is fur- 
ther ‘said that telegrams are passing be- 
tween Judge Anderson and Skepwith Wil- 
ner, of Baltimore, attorney for the Mercan- 
tile Trust Company, on this point, as the 
Mercantile js trustee tor a majority of the 
bondholders. Of course it would be im- 
possible for every bond to be represented at 
Tuesday’s hearing. The question now is 
would the bondholders be willing to have 
the hearing postponed until now if the Ma- 
con Construction Company would consent 
not to require representation of every bond 
at that time.

What WII Re the Rate ? 


RB bc will the rate of county taxation be 
th year? This is a very interesting quest on. 
Lhe indications are that it will be higher 
than it was last year. The county rate 
for 1892 was 61 1-2 cents on $100, and the 
state rate was 48 1-2 cents on $100, makng 
a total rate Of $1.10 on $100. The legis- 
lature, last winter, authorized and empower- 
ed the governor to assess and levy for 
1893 & rate of 437-100 cents on $100. 
This is a slight reduction from last year— 
about 5 cents on $100. There are several 
causes calculated to make the county’s rate 
higher this year, to-wit: The total assess- 
ment or valuation of property will, no doubt, 
be less than it was last year. Then the 
county will have some increased expenditure 
over last year. For instance, $5,600 for 
the construction of the new addition to the 
jail, and the rebuilding of the Searcy bridge, 
which will cost about $500. Then, there 
A Change of Methods. 

It is probable that at the next session 
of the legislature there will be 
some important jJegislation in re- 
gard to the read laws of Bibb county. 
There is said to be a slight friction between 
the two boards of county commissioners and 
road commissioners. The road comms- 
sioners work the roads and the county ecom- 
missioners lave to pay the bills. It has 
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lan is not consid- 
ered practicable, then the county commis- 
sioners give to the road commissioners @ 
certain sum of money each year, and if the 
appropriation is not enough then the road 
comm.ssioners will be expected to cut their

The county commissioners give 
a certain sum of money. every year to the 
board of public education.

The 
school expenses are not allowed to exceed 
the appropriation. The board has to make 
expenditures fit receipts. There are parties 
who think the same rule should be applied 
to the board of read commissioners and all 
other departments of the county govern- 
ment. 

will be a deficit or shortage of about $18,- 
OOO or $20,000, hich will have to be met. 
The county, at present, is out of funds, 
and has borrowed $8,000, and will probably 
have to borrow $5,000 in August and $5,000 
in September to meet the ordinary expenses 
of the county.

Some of the expenses in the departments 
of the county government and management 
have exceeded the appropriations.

THE CROWDS THAT GO TO TYBEE. 


A Movement for a Monument to Colo- 
nel Byrd—Beorganizing the Police 
Force—Central Railroad News. 


# 


Savannah, Ga., July— 23.—(Special,) 
Tybee has lost its distinction as. being al- 
most wholly a Savannah resort and ‘s now 
patronized by people from every section of 
Georgia, as well as the surrounding states. 

The excursion rgtes from Atlanta, Au- 
gusta, Macon and other points bring large 
crowds to the island every Sunday, and 
Sunday is the day of days at Tybee. Its 
cael breezes from the ocean draw out al- 
most every one from the heat of the city 
and those who come down from a distance 
are loth to leave, though their tickets run 
out. 

This resort has been a great favorite with 
Atlanta people this summer. Last Friday 
about one hundred of them came down on 
the morning train and spent the day at 
the island, many of them remaining over 
through the week. The hotel is located 
on the best part of the beach and large 
crowds always gather there on Sunday, mak- 
ing the place look something like a well 
populated c.ty. 

Tybee is a great resort for clubmen. 
There are six or eight clubs on the ‘sland, 
all conveniently located on the railroad, 
Savannahians are fond of clubs and the 
summer club houses on this island are their 
especial delight. Many of them take their 
families down for the ent.re ‘summer. A 
quiet elub life is one of the pleasantest 
features that Tybee affords and all Sa- 
vannahians who can do 80 participate in it. 

The Tybee beach is one of the best to be 
found on the southern Atlantic. Every 
appertenance has been provided for safe 
bathing and ‘there is a boatman constantly 
on duty while the bathers are in the water. 
There has been no one drowned at Tybee 
thie season, as was supposed. The man 
Lanier, who went in bathing with his sweet- 
heart and who was -said ‘to have been 
drowned before her eyes, is said to have 
been seen in Augusta by several parties. 
The surf and tides rarely ever fail to 
bring up the body of a drowned man, but 
his has never come to lght. There is 
some mystery about the disappearance and 
the report that he was seen in Augusta is 
generally credited. :

A Reviéw of Them Shows That 


Nothing to Cause Great Alarm. 

New York, July 28.—The Herald's Boston 
corres gays: A review of the situa- 
tion among the cotton factories of New Hug- 
land is not assuring, but there is nothing to 
occasion great alarm. Managers of the com- 
panies feel that they are in a perplexing sil- 
uation, such as has never been forced on them 
at any former period in a quarter of the 
time. There is an uncertainty in the alr 
which may swell into momentous proporttens 
or dwindle into nothingness, just aa the wind 
wafts, and a canvass of some of the leading 
cities indicates that silver nas much to do 
with this situation. 

Some of the manufacturers go so far as tO 
say that they await the decision of congress 
on the question whether the silver taw shall 
be repealed with fear and irepidation and 
that companies in other industries which are 
more or less allied to cotton, maintain silver 
views. In Fall fiver cloth is now selling for 
the cost of production, and a continuaace of 
this state of affairs will cause irretrievable 
damage. Anything affecting the business of 
mills at onee necessarily affects tne entire 
conununity. The deliveries 0a coniructs and 
the very light sales at present mete will take 
care of only half of the productiva, and with 
100,000 pieces piling up each week the manu- 
facturers will soon begin to talk of measures 
fur relief. By the first week in August there 
promises to be nalf a million pivces cn hand, 
aud then the manufacturers will begin to 
talk seriously of a general shut down. There 
will be no running shorter hours, Dut a gel 
eral shut down for a stated period. ‘The 
print cloth market is proverbially uncertain 
and the mill men are not without pepe that 
one of these unexpected boums muy come at 
any time. It is practically certaia they will 
stop production when the stock on rand has 
reached one million pieces, if nvt before. in 


/ fact, a shut down would ve euforced unless 


the demand for cloth picked up, for, of 
course, the mills could not keep on spending 
money with none coming in to replace it. 
In Lowell a lack of orders is troubiug mill 
men, and only one concern has but balf its 
looms running. The outlook is very depress- 
ing, and if the present condition cor.Linues 
there is every probability that several judus- 
tries will have to shut down. Leweil people 
are absolutely dependent on the u.tlls, and 
a shut down would mean great madship and 
suffering to the working “:asses. Taere is 
absolutely no new business there at j- resent. 
All the mills are running on eld orders, and 
when these give out there is no t ling what 
may happen. 

in New Hampshire the condition caused by 
the Amoskeag mills snutting down 38 shaky. 
In Biddeford, Me., the Pepperill und Laconia 
mills have 5,000 hands and they view the out- 
look with by no means kindiy eyes. rhe 
York mills, in Saco, have 1,250 employes, and 
the idea is that they may be obliged to close 
up. In Lewiston, Auburn and Waterville, 
Me., the same uneasy feeling prevails. 


COLORADO'S UNFORTUNATE LABORERS. 


Two Trainloads of Them on Their Way East. 
They Are Fed by the Citizens. 
Omaha, Neb., July 23.—Now the Union Pacific 


joins in assisting the penniless laborers of 
Colorado to reach the east, where work and 


shelter may be obtained. 

Two trains well loaded with men, without 
means, are coming through Nebraska tonight. 
They first reached Grand Island about supper 
time. The citizens there had taken a supply 
of provisions to the depot, and while the 
train was being switched in the wards the 
unfortunate men washed and ate their fill. 
After ‘all had satisfied their hunger, their 
lunch baskets were packed and put aboard the 
train. This outfit will reach Omaha in the 
morning. A second Union Pacific train is 
about five hours behind it. 

On the Burlington train which reached 
this city tonight were 150 men in various 
stages of progressive poverty. They all tell 
the same story. They were at work in Colo- 
rado when the crash came. They waited 
in expectation of resumption of work in the 
mines, but it got worse instead of better, 
and, as their means were exhausted, they 
were forced to-leave. Many of them show 
certificates of deposit for money in suspended 
banks. One party of six reached Omaha in 
high glee over the fact that one owned Iand 
on which he could realize a handsome sum. 
On investigation, he found his land at the 
bettom of the Florence lake. He had been 
swindled, and was worse off than he imagined. 
All the railroads are extending free rides to 
the unemployed, and along the line the people 
are exerting themselves to feed the hungry 
and take care of the sick. The men are 
honest in their search for work, and do not 
tarry long where it cannot be found, 


WHERE IS BANGROFTP 


Helis Wanted by His Wife and Creditors in 
Augusta—Fears of Foul Piay. 

Augusta, Ga., July 28.—(Special.)—N. Ban- 
croft, who came to Augusta about a month 
ago to organize the Order of Woodmen of the 
World in this city, has suddenly and mys- 
terlously disappeared. Bancroft claims San 
Francisco as his home, but Atlanta is south- 
ern headquarters for the order he was travel- 
ing for. A few days after Bancroft’s arrival 
here he was met by Miss Nettie Mears, a 
pretty young country girl from Mobley Pond, 
Ga., whom he first met in Savannah a year 
ago. Miss Mears came here by appointment, 
and, without her parent’s knowledge, married 
Bancroft. They lived at the Planters’ hotel 
uutil Wednesday, when Bancroft suddenly 
left without ever letting his wife know of his 
intended departure, and he has not been seen 
since.

JIM HOGG AND THE PEOPLE, 


The Governor’s Idea of What the Presi- 
dent’s Mersage Will Be—He Will Aban- 
.don Office After His Term Expires. 


New Orleans, July 17.—(Special Corre 
spondence. )—I am en route again to Texas. 
Por some practical reasons I am glad of 
it, and for some sentimental considerations, 
J am not at all glad of it, 

If there is an Atlanta man who likes ta 
be away from Atlanta long I have never 
met him, Encounter one of them where 
you may he is pretty sure to say he is 
“homesick,” Verily, there is no place in 
these ex-confederate—nay, not jin these 
Newnited States—comparable to the Gate 
City of the south to any man who has ever 
become acclimated to its atmosphere—social 
and commercial, 

I never go away without regrets a al- 
wiys turn my face homeward with + se 
ultant spirit. Travel has pleasures, un- 
doubtedly, but constant travel soon dwin- 
dles into an iteration of experiences—a 
sort of thaumatrope in which the figures and 
events cut up the same capers and repeat 
the same tiresome programme. 

Why do I travel, then? Well, just ask 
the farmer why he walks the furrow, or the 
jack tar why he sails the seas, or the con- 
gressman why he chews the rag in heroic 
rage over “free trade” and “tariff robbery” 
in the “on” years? As they all work from 
hecessity, for profit and to exercise their 
patriotism—so do I, And while Atlanta is 
large, broad, appreciative and generous, it 
has none of those rich qualities in such large 
measure to stand a fellow like me in stead 
for the years in and out. So, perforce, as 
evangelist and platform lecturer, I must 


‘make the whole boundless continent my par- 


ish—or my pasture—as you will. 
Atiantu Abroad. 


But is it any wonder that a loyal Atlanta 
man should weary away from home when all 
the world seem anxious to come to Atlanta? 
I say “all the world” because either from 
curiosity, Or a desire to become a citizen, 
nearly every one with whom you talk Says:

Others were of that spir't that loves ad-

not born to subsist on the status quo, but 
their total depravity consists in thinking 
that “new plices are better than old 
pluces.”” They must change or die. So 
they move on, hunting for that everlasting 
because never come-up-with pot of gold 
they once dreamed about. 

Others, still, are young men who, like 
young eagles. have found the home nest 
irksome. Feeling that they can manage for 
themselves, they have gone off to new 
ficlds where “the old man” can’t bother 
and “the old woman” can't fret them. Some 
of them have made distinguished success in 
their ventures and some, like Sam Jones's 

rodigal, are willing, if they could, to sneak 

ack home through the peach orchard—but 
home is far, far away. Some of these 
young misfits are pitiful to behold and all 
of them pitiful in their pathetic stories— 
the old, old story of hopes, hurdles, hiatuses 
and hunger. 

Nevertheless, from all one learns, the 
average Georgian abroad has made his mark 
in whatever community he has cast anchor. 
He goes for the best things, as a rule, and 
fizures all the way from United States 
sehatorships down to roustabout on a 
broncho ranch. Believe me, it is a case of 
pure predestination to woe if you find one 
beaten and “broke.” 

Georcians on the Platform. 

I was in Texas three weeks of my last 
tour and was interested to note how Geor- 
gia is looked to by that people for entertain- 
ers and entertainment. Even out there the 
popularity of the Georgia platform speaker 
is as pronounced as in other parts of the 
country and the trade mark ‘Georgia 
will carry one to to favor, even if other- 
wise unknown, but it will not do to play 
upon that favor twice with a bad product.

He 
draws them by the thousand and ten 
thousands, and they uever tire of cussin’ 
and discussin’ him. Ue is soon to tackle 
the city of Paris, where the negro burning 
took place some months ago, and they 
are building a big tabernacle to hold the 
crowds who will surely be there—each 
man ready for his own particular skinning. 

Joe Jones, Sam's brother, = sticks to 
Texas pretty closely in his evangelistic 
work, and js thoroughly well liked. Joe 
is plain, honest, consecrated, and where- 
ever he gues he does a faithful and sue- 
cessful work. His friends are legion and 
his labors are prodigious. ' 
I'ree silver in Texas. 


Wherever I went in Texas I found a 
strong sentiment jn favor of the full re- 
habilitation of silver as one of the equal 
money metals of the country. The single 
gold standard has scarcely a friend among 
the Simon-pure democrats of the state. 
Texas is a mammoth and a growing state, 
and the more sensible of her people feel 
that their conditiong demand a currency 
of ample proportions and flexibility as to 
volume to meet the necessities of new pop- 
ulations and new enterprises. They see 
that they cannot reasonably expect much 
new development of territory or industries 
upon a volume of currency that has been 
found totally inadequate for the needs of 
the present condition of the country. 
Iience the natural logic of their favor for 
free silver and the repeal of the tax on 
state bank issues. They want loca} money 
and lots of it. 

A Divided Democracy. 

It will be hard, however, to prophesy just 
now how Texas will range herself on the 
currency fight in congress. She is attlicted 
with what is called “ta divided democ- 
racy,” and the division shows no signs of 
being speedily healed. Indeed, there are 
many solid and sensible men who claim 
that the split in the party ranks is irrecon- 
cilable and that the two factions—the Hogg 
aud Clarke crowds—will never come _ to- 
gether again upon a harmonious platform. 
Remembering the something like divisions 
that have existed in times past in other of 
our. southern states, notably the Andy 
Johnson and Cheatham fight in Tennes- 
see in 1872, and the Colquitt-Norwood di- 
Vision in Georgia in 1LSS0, I could not, at 
first, believe that the Texas schism could 
really become permanent. But times have 
changed of late. The great nightmare of 
the force bill has been forever laid. 

A Queer Muddle. 


This effort to have,two parties has re- 
sulted more proliticly than was anticipated. 
The rape of the democracy has produced 
twins—the Clarke bolters and the populist 
seceders. These last, as was shown by 
the presidential] election, are no small con- 
tingent in ‘Texas, and they are by no 
means discouraged or disbanded. They are 
holding “alliance,” “grange”? and,“‘populist”’ 
meetings somewhere in the state daily, 
and talk with the supremest confidence of 
capturing humerous congressmen in Texas 
in 1894. 

And you can scarcely meet an intelligent 
democrat who, upon that possibility being 
named, does not say: “Well, if the demo- 
cratic cougress and president do not ad- 
here to the Chicago platform and put its 
demands and promises into legislation be- 
fore this time next year I am afraid we 
will have the earth wiped up with us in 
Texas in November, 1894.” 

I um not one whit mistaken in saying 
that such is the wide-spread sentiment in 
Texas, and that jit obtains from the gov- 
ernor himself down to the humblest demo- 
crat you meet on the road. 


Hogg Is the Leader. 


“Jim Hogg,’ the governor, is “the great 
commoner” of Texas. That he holds the 
love and confidence of the great democratic 
masses in a supreme and superb degree 
cannot be gainsaid. He is a native prod- 
ugt of east ‘lexas, homespun warp and 
fillin’, and has in his great big frame and 
heart that dyed-in-the-wool devotion to 
the interests of the common people that 
is the sure passport to political popularity 
and power. He does not conquer by the 
thunderous eloquence of a Bob ‘Toombs, 
or by the military prestige of a Gordon 
or Wade Hampton, but he wins 
fairly, famously and always in every fight 
he makes—simply because the people be- 
lieve Jim Hogg is their friend and “will 
stand by them until Hades freezes over and 
then fight for them until the ice melts and 
drops him through!’ In fact. Jim Hogg is 
like no other man but Jim Hogg, and the 
average and majority Texan don’t want him 
like anybody else. He suits them just dry so! 

When you talk with him ten minutes you 
cannot but come to the conclusion that you 
are face to face with one of the purest speci- 
mens of logical popular democracy of the 
American type. 

He Would Go Fishing. 

“No,” he said to me, “I don’t want to be 
interviewed just now, but if you will stay 
with me a week [ll take you away otf some- 
where and gv fishing with you. We'll take 
it easy in old-time fashion, and get full of 
ticks and red bugs, and scratch ourselves to 
our heart's content far off from the finicky 
folks and newspapers that have nothing to 
do but eriticise people. Then we can loaf 
arouud and talk over things at our leisure.” 

My! how sorry I was that I couldn't ac- 
cept that “invite.” But I couldn’t and that 
ended the attempt to interview the gover- 
nor. 

His Idea of the Message.

at Managua Has but Little 
mance About It. 


Life Ko- 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE EX-PRES!DENT, 


And His Defeat atthe Hands of the Rev- 
Olutionists—The Part the American 
Minister Took in Making Peace. 


Managua, Nicaragua, June 20.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence. )—Managua is beauti- 
fully situated on the southern edge of the 
Small lake which beara its name, and is 
surrounded by mountains which are Ccov- 
ered with verdure the year round, Of all 
the countries I have visited, I have seen 
no prettier scenery than exists here. There 
is nothing grand or majestie but such a 
soft, perfect beauty which completely wins 
the heart. We find no beauty “fm the 
quaint little old towns, with their narrow, 
sandy streets, cactus hedges and white- 
washed houses. 

Instead of dusky senoritas, flashing ro- 
guish glances from under the mantilla, 
one meets the bare-footed, bareheaded In- 
dian girl, with stolid or impudent gaze. 
Instead of cloaked and sombreroed cava- 
lier, hiding a agger beneath the folds of 
his capo, one encounters “the native’ in 
his Panama hat, and recognizes variously 
the Spanish-Mexican, or negro type. If 
he be well to do, he is—according to his 
own ideas—attired in the height of fash- 
ion; black suit, derby hat, pointed shoes 
and a soiled shirt and collar, but generally 
innocent of cuffs and tie. There are some 
really polished people of ‘good Spanish 
blood, but the proportion to the whole pop 
ulation is small. In some respects the 
life in these towns reminds one of Mexico, 
again of, Spain, and then it has an individ- 
unlity peculiarly its own. The language 
is quite pure, and it is surprising how many 
of the inhabitants speak good Spanish. It 
was our peasure to see much of 

[he Sacasa Family 
during the short time prior to their depart- 
ure from Managua. ‘The ex-president is a 
very attractive man, charming and gracious 
in manner, and a delightful conversation- 
alist. 

At the time of his election to the pres- 
idency no man was more popular with the 
masses. I believe it is the judgment of 
the best posted, fair-minded men that the 
doctor igs an honest man himself, and that 
he sincerely sought the welfare of his peo- 
ple and country. 

But he was singularly unfortunate in the 
selection of some, at least, of his advisers. 
The result was that the wisest methods of 
government were not always adopted, and 
the administration did not wholly escape 
the charges of dishonest practices. How- 
ever that may be, his bed was not one of 
roses, and he was glad, after all the late 
excitement, to be able to retire to his 
pretty home in Leon, there to lead a pri- 
vate life of peace and contentment, sur- 
rounded by his devoted family. Mrs. Sa- 
casa is a Woman of rare literary attain- 
ment, and, although she has traveled com- 
paratively little, is quite familiar with all 
foreign countries, owing to constant read- 
ing. of the children we met only the three 
daughters, who were here with their pa- 
rents.. The eldest, a pretty, attractive 
girl, was quietly married at the palace late 
in May. The next daughter is engaged to 
be married to Machado, the president’s 
brother. 

On the Ist day of June, at 12 o'clock, 
noon, the Sacasa administration 

Passed Into History, ; 
and the Machado reign began. The political 
disturbance, which seriously threatened to 
become a bloody and expensive war, was 
happily over. Business had naturally been 
suspended during all this time and every 
member of the male sex, above fourteen 
years of age, had been ordered to the field. 
A bit of blue ribbon tied about the hat 
of the government soldier distinguished him 
from the reyolutionist, who wore tacked 
to any part of his coat or broad-brimmed 
straw hat, a bow of Irish green, emblematic 
of the hope he cherished. The revolution 
was led and backed by many of the ablest 
and wealthiest men in the country; and 
probably one-half, or even a greater nun- 
ber of the population, were active partici- 
pants or enthuSiastic sympathizers with 
the eause. The revolution had been brew- 
ing for some time. When the leaders were 
ready they struck the blow, and it was 
heard and responded to throughout the 
southern and eastern portions of the repub- 
lic, Money and men were forthcoming. 
Several severe skirmishes were fought, and 
in all of them the government was worsted. 
During this season of great unrest the late 
United States minister, Mr, Shannon, had 
left for New York in eare of a sick wife, 
and about two weeks later the new Dunit 
ter, Lewis Baker, arrived, Soon after he 
came the most important and bloodiest bat- 
tle was fought, the victory again perching 
on the standard of 
gne Kevolutionists. 

To all appearances, th's defeat did not 
discourage President Sacasa jn the least, 
but rather seemed to nerve him to greatel 
exertions. The condition, of the country 
was rapidly growing worse, all business 
was at a standstill, and the feeling between 
the bellingerente was rapidly .ncreasing 
in bitterness. ‘he foreign residents of 
every nationality besought the new minis- 
ter to offer hs personal friendly media 
tion. As a prel’minary, the minister sought 
awd obtained lengthy interviews, first with 
the president and his advisers, then with 
the junta and leading generais of the army) 
of the revolution, and then again with the 
president. After thus cuttng away the 
underbrush and opening a trail along which 
he could feel his way, he addressed a letter 
to the leaders on each side, offering his 
friendly offices between them, and suggest- 
ing the appointment of a peace commission 
to be composed of three of the ablest and 
most sterling representatives of the senti- 
ment of each side. The proposition was 
promptly accepted, and within forty-eigat 
hours after the penning of the ministers 
letter the commission bad met at Savana 
Grande—a small Indian pueblo on_neutrai 
ground between Managua and Masaya— 
for organization and business. 

The revolutionists had selected De Alva- 
rez and Senores Rivas and Cesar, of Gran- 
ada. to act as their commissioners at the 
convention of peace, and the other side had 
chosetti De Barrios, of Leon, perhaps. 

Jhe Abiest Man 
of the party, and Senores Aguilar, of Leon, 
and Saballos, of Managua. The rain poured 
in torrents on the thatched roof of the lit- 
tle cottage, the chickens scampered about 
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room, and the women of the 

d back and forth w.th bare feet, hair 
the perfection of neatness and sileeve- 
less garments with neck and arms decked 
in all the jewelry their slender means could 
afford. Near the cabin on either side etood 
two small huts containing the telegraph 
wires in connection with the headquar- 
ters of each of the parties. After call.ng 
the body together and explaining briefly 
the great anxiety of all friends of Nicara- 
gua in other countries, and especially in 
the United States, whose citizens have 
large interests here—n favor of peace, 
tranquillity and honest, economical govern- 
meut, and thanking the leaders for the 
prompt response made to his proposals for 
a peaceful settlement of the trouble, the 
uvinister announced that his task had ended, 
and he withdrew. The commission, how- 
ever, unanimously insisted upon hs ac- 
cepting the honorary presidency of the com- 
mission, which he did. The sessions were 
devoted to earnest business, and at the end 
of three days peace was declared. The 
new president selected by the conimission, 
Salvador Machado, is a man of clean char- 
acter and good record. He was an iufluen- 
tial minister jn 

resident Sacasa’s Cabinct. 

Under the provisional government each 
of the four members of the cabinet has au 
equal vote and voice with the president in 
the decision of important public quest.ons. 
Three of the members of the cabinet, as 
follows, General Miguel Vigil, De Lucian 
Yomez and Francisco del Castillo, were se- 
lected by the revolutionists, and are all men 
of character and substance. To the one 
meember selected by Sacasa’s friends and the 
president, Fermando Sanchez, probably the 
ablest man of them all, was awarded the 
two important folios of foreign affairs and 
the interior. It is the belief among the 
most intelligent and wisest of the public 
men here that this peace will prove lasting, 
and that the country will resume her ¢a- 
reer of prosperity. The Nicaraguenses are 
neither a restless nor turbulent people. On 
the contrary, they prefer peace, order and 
stab.lity.
